Warren Tells Lower 
Courts to Check 
Schools' Compliance 


WASHINGTON IT -T h e Suprem e 
Court today ordered segregation in 
public schools ended as rapidly as 
"local problem s” perm it 
It gave 
local federal 
district 
c o u rt' the job of m aking sure that 
school boards comply with the o r­ 
der in "good faith ” 
The cou rt’s unanim ous decision. 
read by Chief Justice E arl W ar­ 
ren. was the long-awaited follow­ 
up to la >t y e a r's historic ruling 
that segregation in public schools 
is unconstitutional 
It followed the recom m endations 
of the Justice D epartm ent, which 
had urged that the court tak e a 
middle ground between N egro d e ­ 
m a n d ' for im m ediate school inte­ 
gration and 
southern s ta te s ’ d e ­ 
m ands that mixing of the races 
be postponed over a long period 
Mr. 
W arren’s 
opinion 
directed 
lower courts to see to it d iat school 
board> “ make a prom pt and re a ­ 
sonable start tow ard full com pli­ 
an ce” with last y e a r’s decision ou t­ 
lawing segregated school system s. 
Public Interest Considered 
Referring to southern w arnings 
that desegregation would lead to 
grav e problems and vigorous re ­ 
sistance in the South. Mr 
W arren 
said “ it goes without sa y in g ” that 
constitutional principles “ cannot Tx* 
allowed to yield simply because of 
d isag reem en t with them " 
But he said lower courts “ may 
properly U k e into account the pub­ 
lic interest in the elim ination of 
such obstacles in a system atic and 
effective m an ner."
